(UPI) — Prime Minister Hen- 
drik Verwoerd, architect of 
apartheid (segregation), was 
stabbed to death Tuesday in 
parliament by a white religi- 
ous fanatic wielding a silver- 
handled dagger. But the as- 
sassination meant no change 
in South Africa's stringent 
race policies. 


Verwoerd, who would have 


been 65 Thursday, died in- 
stantly 
with blood gushing 


from wounds in his neck and 
chest. He was stabbed at least 
three times by Dmitri Tsaf- 
endas, a 45-year-old parlia- 
mentary messenger of Greek- 
Portugese extraction, who was 
immediately seized. 


Grudge 


In an ironic twist, co-work- 


ers quoted the assassin as say- 
ing his grudge against Ver- 
woerd was that the govern- 
ment was doing too much for 
South Africa's nonwhites and 
not enough for the whites. 


Lieutenants who ardently 


supported Verwocrd's policy 
of keeping nonwhites under 
control of the white minori- 
ty smoothly took over 
the 


reins of government and ap 
pealed for calm.

sack disclosed Tuesday t h e 
U.S. Bureau of Public Roads 
has issued a mandate requir- 
ing major 
safety improve- 


ments along the state high- 
wav system. 


Hossack said the now or- 


der, effecting all states, Is 
"much more drastic than we 
had expected" and will re- 
miirc the expenditure of many 
more dollars to make road- 
sides safer for motorists.

will require the acquisition of 
more right-of-way on n e w

verts and bridges. 


Federal Highway Adminis- 


trator Rex M. Whitton in- 
formed the states in a letter 
that "all aspects of location, 
design, traffic control, drain- 
age features and roadside ap- 
purtenances (accessories) are 
to be examined" to eliminate 
hazards for out-of-control ve- 
hicles leaving the road. 


Whitton said signs, trees, 


utility poles. lighting stand- 
ards and other fixed struc- 
tures should be placed at 
least 30 feet from the road 
pavement and roadside Mopes 
should be more gradual. 


"Such a roadside will per- 


mit many drivers to recover 
partial control of their ve- 
hicles and thereby minimize 
severe 
accidents." 
Whitton 


said. "In addition, c l e a r 
roadsides of this kind aug- 
ment our current 
programs 


to increase the attractiveness 
of the highway." 


Signs or light poles which 


must be located adjacent to 
th« highway are to to con- 


structed with a "break-way" 
design to minimize vehicular 
impact or be protected by 
properly located guard rails, 
Whitton said.

from 74.4 million to 124.6 million. President 
Johnson asked in a recent speech if it makes 
sense for 70 per cent of our people to be 


• crammed onto 1 per cent of the land. 


The President went on to state that 


something must be done to reverse the 
trend to urban living, to provide full par- 
ity for rural life In America. Such expres- 
sions are not new but it would be new if 
anyone were able to follow them up with 
successful action. 


The trend toward urban living has not 


come about in a vacuum. It has come about 
in the face of programs to help the farmer 
-achieve a greater share in the economy of 
the country and in the face of a growing 
.awareness of the problems of rural Amer- 
ica. But what has been done to date to 
bolster farm and rural life has not been 


' enough. It has not even slowed things down. 


* 
The question President Johnson needs 


an, answer to is whether the trend from 
rural to urban living is one that can be 
slowed down. In the case of rural popula- 
tion, we have people living in towns of 
fewer than 2,500 population and people liv- 
ing on farms. In his recent remarks, the 
President was talking about bolstering the 
position of the small town. We have all 
seen what is happening to many of the 
small towns, those under 2,500 population. 
A few of them are making it and will 
continue to make it but many of them 
are going downhill and some have now 
become almost totally abandoned. These 
days, it is difficult for a town in the 10,000 
to 20,000 population bracket to make a go 
of it. The small town is suffering from 


changes in the economic situation in gener- 
al and from a decline in farm population. 


As the farm population declines, the 


small towns have fewer and fewer people 
with whom to trade and do business. Our 
economy Is a self-perpetuating one in what- 
ever direction it is going. Thus, economic 
decline feeds upon itself just as docs eco- 
nomic growth. Without something to break 
the pattern, a small town that Is losing Its 
farm patronage will eventually 
lose its 


town patronage, too. because of business 
and service enterprises that must close 
their doors. The end result Is a small town 
with a declining population and declining 
opportunity. For the generation coming on, 
the only opportunity open to most of them 
Is to move on and find a growing economy 
in which they can share. 


The population decline on the farm, it 


would seem, must eventually hit a leveling 
off place, a place or point from which it 
no longer shrinks. But this will be deter- 
mined by economics, not any sociological 
factors such as the problems 
of urban 


sprawl. The farmer has in recent years 
faced the same thing as his rural neigh- 
borhoods. 


He has been caught with an Increasing 


cost of doing business and little Improve- 
ment in the price received for the things 
he produces. Thus, farming has shown a 
declining opportunity for young people, de- 
spite the fact that some farm-related busi- 
nesses are of growing opportunity. 


The combination is one that forced 


agriculture into a process of consolidation, 


larger farms operated 
by fewer numbers and 
with a higher degree 
of mechanization. This 
year, farmers are en- 


joying good crops, an abundant harvest 
and a relatively good income position but 
the situation must still be described as 
sporadic. If President Johnson seeks to re- 
verse all of this, he has his work cut out 
for him. The movement on the farm is to- 
ward a free market and that will not en- 
courage greater farm numbers. Nor is the 
growing mechanization of the farm much of 
a boon for the small town. 


Farm operators are price conscious and 


are buying where they get the most for 
their dollar, which frequently is a larger 
population center. One would like to hope 
that the situation is one that could be re- 
versed because rural America represents 
a way of life that has greatly enhanced our 
nation, but the possibilities of this are 
loaded with reservations.

A Sad Settlement 


If apartheid was the stimulant in the 


assassination of Soutli African Prime Minis- 
ter Hendrik Verwoerd. the 
satisfaction 


was repulsive. Much of the 
world took 


. Strong issue with Verwocrd's almost total 


segregation of the races but differences, 
even as fundamental as this, are not settled 
in such barbarous ways. The assassination 
of the South African prime minister can 
only be lamented by a world dedicated to 
the peaceful settlement of its differences. 


The assassin, of course, is a man apart, 


; not a typical example of the people of ei- 
. ther race in South Africa. Yet, the deed is 


one that reminds us again of the need 
for the practice of restraint and the appli- 
cation of reason in solving the problems 
that find us at odds with one another, both 
" as individuals and as nations. When life 
• is held to be cheap, there can be no hope 


that our future holds any real promise for 
us. 


For the future, it can only be wondered 


what will be the ultimate outcome of Ver- 


wocrd's • death. It could strengthen 
the 


policy of separation of the races if his fol- 
lowers become all the more hardened as 
a result of the turn of events. In their bit- 
terness and frustration, they could further 
alienate their country from the patterns of 
society that prevail in most of the world. 


Or. the death of the prime minister 


could serve to loosen the bounds of apar- 
theid that now bind the nation. The richest 
and most productive nation on the African 
continent, South Africa with apartheid has 
failed even to aim at eventual equality of 
the races. As official policy, it has de- 
creed a permanent preference and favori- 
tism for the white race and a secondary 
role for the Negro. 


Verwoerd's death is untimely and un- 


fortunate in the way it came but if it is a 
harbinger of any change, it is hoped that 
this change is toward greater South African 
appreciation of the equality of all men. 
Even granting such equality would take 
time, it is a goal toward which all na- 
tions should aspire. 


WASHINGTON — Commu- 


nist leaders have been silent 
about the fate of the victims 
in the massive purge now 
going on inside China. Word 
has leaked out, however, 
that they have not been li- 
quidated—though 
several 


have committed suicide as a 
result of mass criticism, pub- 
lic ridicule, and degrading 
treatment. 


Several have also been 


sentenced to hard, humiliat- 
ing labor. Lu Ping, the dig- 
nified president 
of Peking 


University, is said 
to be 


working as a common cool- 
ie, carrying coal.

Mohole Deferred 


A few years ago during the Interna- 


tional Geophysical Year, in which 40 na- 
tions participated, a new word emerged in 
the United States. It was "Mohole." 


Lest we forget, the U.S. committed it- 


self to a g r e a t scientific undertaking, 
namely, learning how to bore a hole 17,000 
feet into the earth's mantle from a plat- 
form on the sea. 


The location was selected near Hawaii 


where the hole would be started 15.000 feet 
under water. The earth's crust was con- 
sidered thinner there. It was a great un- 
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dertaking because a hole of such depth re- 
quired a drilling platform of unusual sta- 
bility. The platform had to remain im- 
movable regardless of wind and weather, 
or the caprice of the ocean. Much that is 
now unknown was expected to be learned 
from such deep drilling. Was the heat in 
the earth's mantle due to radioactivity, as 
is the sun's heat, or is it just a gradually 
dying heat. Would the secret of the mag- 
netic poles be uncovered? Could the deep 
.seated heat be used to alter ocean cur- 
rents, improve fishing or reveal the se- 
crets of minerology? Would we find a way 
to recover an infinite amount of petroleum, 
now beyond human reach? These and many 
other great imponderables would be on 
their way to solution. In the preliminary 
work more than 100 new inventions and 
much new technology came to light.

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Down On The Farm 


Farm-To-City 
Trek 


By WILLIAM 


An old song used to ask: “ How y ou 
gonna keep ’em down on th e farm after 
th ey ’ve seen P a re e ? ” It was a ditty of 
th e 19 20’s and th e question is as significant 
toiday as it was th en, p robably even more 
so. It isn’t th at th e big city glamor is more 
th an th e rural p erson can resist. In fact, 
th e rural resident is ap t to see h is own 
way of life as much more rewarding in a 
great m any way s. 
One of th e way s in wh ich h is life is 
not alway s so rewarding, h owever, is fi­ 
nancial and it is th is 
th at is driving h im to 
th e city . Th ere are to­ 
day h alf th e number, 
about 2.5 
m i l l i on , 
farm s and farm managers as th ere were 
Just 15 y ears ago. Th e last official U.S. 
census sh owed a rural p op ulation of 53.- 
765,000 as comp ared to 57,246,000 20 y ears 
earlier. And th e 19 40 and 19 60 census fig­ 
ures sh ow an urban p op ulation growth of 
from 74.4 million to 124.6 million. President 
Joh nson asked in a recent sp eech if it makes 
sense for 70 p er cent of our p eop le to be 
cram m ed onto 1 p er cent of th e land. 
Th e President went on to state th at 
som eth ing must be done to reverse th e 
trend to urban living, to p rovide full p ar­ 
ity for rural life in Am erica. Such exp res­ 
sions are not new but it would be new if 
any one were able to follow th em up with 
successful action. 
Th e trend toward urban living h as not 
come about in a vacuum. It h as come about 
in th e face of p rogram s to h elp th e farm er 
ach ieve a greater sh are in th e economy of 
th e country and in th e face of a growing 
aw areness of th e p roblems of rural .Amer­ 
ica. But wh at h as been done to date to 
h olster farm and rural life h as not been 
enough . It h as not even slowed th ings down. 
★ 
Th e question President Joh nson needs 
an answ er to is wh eth er th e trend from 
rural to urban living is one th at can be 
slowed down. In th e case of rural p op ula­ 
tion, we h ave p eop le living in towns of 
fewer th an 2,500 p op ulation and p eop le liv­ 
ing on farm s. In h is recent rem arks, th e 
President was talking about bolstering th e 
p osition of th e small town. We h ave all 
seen w^h at is h ap p ening to many of th e 
small towns, th ose under 2,500 p op ulation. 
A few of th em are making it and will 
continue to m ake it but many of th em 
are going downh ill and some h ave now 
become almost totally abandoned. Th ese 
day s, it is difficult for a town in th e 10,000 
to 20,000 p op ulation bracket to make a go 
of it. Th e small town is suffering from

ch anges in th e economic situation in gener­ 
al and from a decline in farm p op ulation. 
.\s th e farm p op ulation declines, th e 
sm all towns h ave fewer and fewer p eop le 
with wh om to trade and do business. Our 
economy is a self-p erp etuating one in w h at­ 
ever direction it is going. Th us, economic 
decline feeds up on itself just as does eco­ 
nomic growth . With out som eth ing to break 
th e p attern, a sm all town th at is losing its 
farm p atronage will eventually 
lose 
its 
town p atronage, too, because of business 
and service enterp rises th at 
m ust 
close 
th eir doors. Th e end result is a sm all town 
with a declining p op ulation and declining 
op p ortunity . For th e generation coming on, 
th e only op p ortunity op en to most of th em 
is to niove on and find a growing economy 
in wh ich th ey can sh are. 


Th e p op ulation decline on th e farm , it 
would seem, must eventually h it a leveling 
off p lace, a p lace or p oint from wh ich it 
no longer sh rinks. But th is will be deter­ 
mined by economics, not any sociological 
factors such as th e 
p roblems 
of 
urban 
sp rawl. Th e farm er h as in recent y ears 
faced th e same th ing as h is rural neigh ­ 
borh oods. 
He h as been caugh t with an increasing 
cost of doing business and little im p rove­ 
ment in th e p rice received for th e th ings 
h e p roduces.

Th e combination is one th at forced 
agriculture into a p rocess of consolidation, 
larger farm s op erated 
by fewer numbers and 
with a h igh er degree 
of mech anization. Th is 
y ear, farm ers are en­ 
joy ing good crop s, an 
abundant 
h arvest 
and a relatively good income p osition but 
th e situation must still be described as 
sp oradic. If President Joh nson seeks to re­ 
verse all of th is, h e h as h is work cut out 
for h im. Th e movement on th e farm is to­ 
ward a free m arket and th at will not en­ 
courage greater farm numbers. Nor is th e 
growing mech anization of th e farm much of 
a boon for th e small town. 
F arm op erators are p rice conscious and 
are buy ing wh ere th ey get th e most for 
th eir dollar, wh ich frequently is a larger 
p op ulation center. One would like to h op e 
th at th e situation is one th at could be re ­ 
versed because rural America rep resents 
a way of life th at h as grejitly enh anced our 
nation, but th e p ossibilities of th is are

A Sad Settlement 


If ap arth eid was th e stimulant in th e 
assassination of South African Prim e Minis­ 
ter Hendrik Verwoerd. 
th e 
satisfaction 
was rep ulsive. Much of th e 
world 
took 
strong issue with Verwoerd’s almost total 
segregation of th e races but differences, 
even as fundamental as th is, are not settled 
in such barbarous way s. Th e assassination 
of th e South African p rim e minister can 
only be lamented by a world dedicated to 
th e p eaceful settlement of its differences. 
Th e assassin, of course, is a man ap art, 
not a ty p ical examp le of th e p eop le of ei­ 
th er race in South Africa. Yet, th e deed is 
one th at reminds us again of th e need 
for th e p ractice of restraint and th e ap p li­ 
cation of reason in solving th e p roblem.s 
th at find us at odds with one anoth er, both 
as individuals and as nations. Wh en life 
is h eld to be ch eap , th ere can be no h op e 
th at our future h olds any real p romise for 
us. 
For th e future, it can only be wondered 
wh at will be th e ultimate outcome of Ver- 


woerd's death . It could strength en 
th e 
p olicy of sep aration of th e races if h is fol­ 
lowers become all th e more h ardened as 
a result of th e turn of events. In th eir bit­ 
terness and frustration, th ey could furth er 
alienate th eir country from th e p atterns of 
society th at p revail in most of th e world. 
Or. th e death of th e p rime minister 
could serve to loosen th e bounds of ap a r­ 
th eid th at now bind th e nation. Th e rich est 
and most p roductive nation on th e .African 
continent, South .Africa with ap arth eid h as 
failed even to aim at eventual equality of 
th e races. .As official p olicy , it h as de­ 
creed a p ermanent p reference and favori­ 
tism for th e wh ite race and a secondary 
role for th e Negro. 
V’erwoerd’.s death is untimely and un­ 
fortunate in th e way it cam e but if it is a 
h arbinger of any ch ange, it is h op ed th at 
th is ch ange is toward greater South .African 
ap p reciation of th e equality of all men. 
Even granting such equality would take 
time, it is a goal toward wh ich all na­ 
tions sh ould asp ire.

In J uly , the commission is­ 
sued an order increasing the 
adu.’t fare from 15c to 20c and 
children, age 5-12, from 10c 
to 15c, retaining the present 
10c zone rate and abolishing 
all other rates, including a 
ICc student rate. 
Order Rescinded 
When the council and oth- 
.er organizations protested the 
^« m/olition of the student rate, 
.the commission rescinded its 


order and called for a Sept. 14 
hearing. 
May or Dean Petersen has 
been subpoeaned to appear at 
tne hearing. 
Council members indicated 
they still would not oppose 
the basic fare increase but 
are mainly interested in es­ 
tablishing a reduced student 
fare. 
The council went on record 
a s favoring city -state partici­ 
pation in constructing a com­ 
bination office building-park­ 
ing facility , but the resolution 
did not spell out a specific 
location for the project. 
“ This action does not tie us

Court- Martial Denies Private 
Permission To Supoena Rusk 


Ft. Dix , N.J. (UPI) — A 
military court trying an Ar­ 
my private for refusing Viet 
Nam duty denied the defense 
permission Tuesday to sub­ 
poena S e c r e t a r y of State 
Dean Rusk in an effort to 
prove the war violates inter­ 
national law. 


“ This is no t a co urt o f in­ 
ternatio nal law, but a co urt 
created by an act o f Co n­ 
g ress,” ruled law o fficer Co l. 
Ro bert Mag uire. He also held 
that the President o f the I’ni- 
ted 
States 
has 
the 
leg al 
autho rity to send tro o ps to 
Viet Nam and that o rdering 
a so ldier there do es no t co n­ 
stitute an o rder to co mmit a 
war crime. 


In a pre-trial motion, Stan­ 
ley Faulkner, defense attor­ 
ney for Dennis Mora, 25, of 
New’ York City, had sought 
permission to question Rusk 
and other high-ranking offi­ 
cials to show that the con­ 
flict is a war against hu­ 
manity and that any soldier 
who fights there is commit­ 
ting 
a war crime. Mora is 


one of three being tried on 
the charge. 
The motion was one of a 
series filed by Faulkner prior 
to the opening of Mora’s gener­ 
al court-martial. Mora then 
entered an innocent plea to 
the charges against him. 


The 
prosecution 
quickly 
rested its case after calling 
only one witness—Capt. Dá­ 
maso M. Devera, Mora’s com­ 
manding officer. He testified 
that Mora refused to obey his 
order to board a military ve­ 
hicle to go to Viet Nam, even 
after it was read to him and 
ex plained three times.
